WILSON ACCEPTS MEDIATION OF THREE 
SOUTH AMERICAN COUNTRIES IF PEACE 
CAN BE ARRANGED WITH HONOR TO U. S. 


NOT HOPEFUL BUT EAGER 
FOR SUCCESS OF KINDLY 
INTERVENTION OF SOUTH 


WASHINGTON, April 25.—At the conclusion of a 
conference 
with 
the diplomatic 
representatives 
oij 
Brazil, Argentina and Chile, which ended at 7 o’clock 
tonight, the administration agreed to accept “ any prop­ 
er plan of arbitration” which these governments can 
induce Mexico to agree to, whereby an honorable 
peaceful settlement of the matters in dispute eau be 
reached. 
The acceptance, however, is coupled with a state­ 
ment that some aet of aggression on the part of those 
who control the military forces of Mexico might force 
this government to withdraw this acceptance and as­ 
sume the offensive. But in the meantime it is agreed 
that anything which the three South American repub­ 
lics are able to do will be co-operated iii by this govern­ 
ment. 
President Wilson, following a long conference with 
Secretary Byran aud afterward with the leaders of the 
ioreign relations committee of congress, made public 
the following correspondence: 
“ Legation of the Argentine Republic, 
“ Washington, April 25, 1914. 
“Mr. Secretary of State: 
“ With the purpose of subserving the interests 
cf peace and civilization in our continent and with 
the earnest desire to prevent any 
further 
blood­ 
shed to the prejudice of the cordiality and union 
which have always surrounded the relations of the^ 
governments and peoples of America, 
we, 
the 
plenipotentiaries of Brazil, Argentine and Chile, 
duly authorized thereto, have the honor to tender 
to your excellency’s government our goud offices 
I tor the peaceful and friendly settlement of the con­ 
flict between the United States and Mexico. 
“This offer puts in due form the suggestions 
which we had the occasion to offer heretofore on 
the subject to the secretary, to whom w e renew the 
assurance of our highest and 
m ost 
distinguished 
consideration. 
(Signed)

“ E. S. NAON,

To this m essage W ilson, through Secretary Bryan, 
the following reply: 


“ The governm ent o f the 
U nited 
States 
is 
deeply sensible of the friendliness, the good 
feel- 
***& and the generous concern 
for the 
peace and 
Welfare of America m anifested in the joint note 
rist received from your excellencies tendering the 
° ^ ces of your government, to effect, if pos­ 
sible, a settlement of the present difficulties 
be­ 
tween the government of the 
United States and 
Alose who now claim to represent our sister reput­ 
es in Mexico. Conscious of the purpose with which 


the proffer is made, this government does not fool 
at liberty to decline it. Its own chief interest is in 
the peace of America, the cordial 
intercourse 
of 
lier republics and her people, and the happiness 
and prosperity which can spring only out of frank, 
mutual understanding, and the friendship which is 
created bv common purpose. 
“ Th^ generous offer of your government is 
therefore accepted. 
“ This government hopes mostk earnestly that 
you may find those who speak for the several ele­ 
ments of the Mexican people willing and ready to 
discuss terms of satisfactory, and therefore perma­ 
nent settlement. If you should find them willing, 
this government will be glad to take up with you 
for discussion iii the frankest, and most concilia­ 
tory spirit any proposals that may 
be authorita­ 
tively formulated and will hope that 
they may 
prove feasible and prophetic* of a new day of mu­ 
tual co-operation and confidence in America. 
“ This government feels bound in candor to say 
that its diplomatic relations with Mexico being for 
the present severed, it is not possible for it to make 
sure of an uninterrupted opportunity to carry out 
the plan of intermediation which you propose. It is, 
of course, possible that some act of aggression oil 
part of those who control the 
military 
forces of 
Mexico might oblige the United States to act to the 
upsetting of the hopes of immediate 
peace, 
but 
this does not justify us in hesitating to accept your 
generous suggestion. We shall hope for the best re­ 
sult within a time brief enough to relieve our anx­ 
iety 
lest 
ill-considered hostile 
demonstrations 
should interrupt negotiations and disappoint our 
hopes of peace.”

Rather it is 
the language of a man devoutly wish­ 
ing for that which he is convinced is 
impossible. 
But his “enthusiasm for 
peace” would net permit him to over­ 
look a single chance, however re­ 
mote. to prevent the slaughter of 
a war which both combatants and 
the world in general regard as al­ 
ready launched. 
In addition, it is suggested th at 
in the negotiations which will ensue 
the president saw a possibility th at 
by th u s tem porizing the adm inist­ 
ration m ight secure relief for Am­ 
ericans in the interior news of whose 
slaughter has been hourly expected. 
Official Washington does not re­ 
gard the meditation plan with any 
decree of optimism. 
Bryan Brings Message 
The offer to m editate was convey­ 
ed to the president through Secret­ 
ary of State Bryan by the am bas­ 
sadors of the republics early today, 
and a conference was held early this 
afternoon. 
Following this conference, it was 
said a t one of the ambassies th at 
President Wilson, while wishing that 
such a thing might be, had said that 
no settlement which did not prov­ 
ide for reparation by Huerta could 
be considered. 
His attitude, regret­ 
fully was that “the die was cast.” 
The South American nations, how­ 
ever, expressed kindly feelings for 
both beligerents, and at a second 
conference this evening the agree­ 
ment was reached.

WASHINGTON, April 25.— The British embassy today received re-, 
ports confirmatory of the story which American officials at Vera Cruz 
had heard, that Huerta was preventing Americans from leaving Mexico 
City. The most hopeful view of the situation is that the dictator is un­ 
der the impression that the Americans are preventing Mexicans from 
leaving Vera Cruz, and that H uerta contemplated no violence excepting 
as retaliation for the slaying of Mexicans in Vera Cruz by the Americans. 
That so optimistic a view is without much justification is the gen­ 
eral feeling of officialdom, but every effort is being made by this gov­ 
ernment to convince Huerta that Mexicans in Vera Cruz are free to go 
as they please, but that there are no facilities for transportation.

competitors are deliberately careful, 
in that they bring to these interna­ 
tional 
contests 
extra 
keenness, 
stronger desire to win, and sounder 
and more scientific habit of insurance 
against risks and far greater readi­ 
ness to submit to necessary trouble 
and discipline.’* 
“Thoroughness** is the watchword 
in American sports. 
In baseball the 
game has developed until the master 
mind with an inferior club may lead 
a better team with inferior leader­ 
ship. 
It is the attention to detail, 
the careful planning of attack and 
defense that wins ball games, as well 
as the slugging of the batsmen and 
the work in the field. 
In track and field 
sports,

Shortly after 3 o’clock yesterday a f­ 
ternoon Secretary of State Bryan and 
Secretary of the Navy Daniels went 
into conference with the president 
in the executive office. Prior to tho

Boaz

vas later summoned to the meeting. 
President Wilson was very* hope­ 
ful after the conference that not only 
GSbaughnessy but all of t he Ameri­ 
cans remaining in Mexico City would 
surely reach Vera Cruz Saturday. 
No Blockade Yet 
The president said absolutely noth­ 
ing has been done toward the es­ 
tablishment of a blockade on either 
the east or west coast, with the ex­ 
ception of the occupation of Vera 
frug. The action

Careless Cruelty and Sav­ 
age Fanaticism Part 
of Mexican Char­ 
acter

Mexicans were hanging upon crosses, 
tied with ropes, in a small interior 
town, at Easter time, two years ago.

The Mexicans, in the story of the 
two thieves, do not understand the 
moral of Christ offering redemption 
to the outcast pair at the last mo­ 
ment; instead, they believe that the 
thieves were placed beside Christ to 
make his death the more ignomin­ 
ious. 
And so, in all village passion 
plays, the thieves come in for a vast 
amount of execrations. 
Strikes Bound Actor 
In this particular 
instance 
the 
crowd, in its hatred of the thieves, 
got into a white 
hot revival heat 
against the thieves and one Mexican, 
a little drunker than the rest, sud­ 
denly shouted: 
“ Rateros, 
rateros.” 
meaning 
“thieves, thieves,” and dashed out 
from the crowd with a stick which 
he jabbed into the ribs of the inno­ 
cent actor on the cross. 
“ Let me alone,” shouted the tied 
up actor. “ I am only acting. 
I am 
•Tuan Lopez and you know' me well.*’ 
His voice could not be heard above 
the clamor. 
The excited crowd only 
cheered on the man with the stick 
who gave the actor another thrust. 
The other thief began to shout for 
the police and the actor impersonat­ 
ing Christ joined in the declaration 
of the now injured “thief” that they 
were only acting. 
“Thief” Faints 
After another thrust or two the 
“ thief” fainted and when the crowd 
saw that he really had been injured 
they quieted down enough so that 
the voice of the actor impersonating 
the Christ could be heard: 
“ Fools!’’ he shouted. 
“ You have 


killed him. 
Let me down. 
I will 
not be the Christ any longer.” 
He was untied and the first thing 
be did when he got to the ground 
was to give a sound beating to the 
man with the stick. In the meantime 
♦he unconscious 
actor was taken 
down from the cross and removed to 
the village 
doctor's 
office. 
Two 
weeks in bed was the penalty he paid 
for bis realistic acting. 
There hasn t been an Easter pas­ 
sion play in this village for the past 
two years, for the simple reason that 
no one is willing to take the part of 
the thief. 
Indian Childish 
The childishness of the Mexican 
Indian—and there are 12,000,000 of 
him in Mexico, as against 4,000,000 
real Mexicans— is illustrated at Eas­ 
ter time, by the manner in which he 
understands the Easter story. 
His whole idea is not to mourn 
the death of Christ so much as to 
express his hatred of the men who 
brought it about. Good Friday, which 
in other lands is a day of mourning, 
is given over, by the Mexican, to 
showing his hatred of Judas. 
Many thousands of tissue paper 
figures of Judas are sold in the cities 
and villages. 
These 
effigies 
are 
\ “lynched” in a village street, with 
great shouting and jeers. 
Then, for 
hours afterwards, 
men 
and 
boys 
throw sticks and stones at pie effi­ 
gies until they are torn to bits. 
In the camps of all the soldiers 
Friday and Saturday before Easter, 
whether th© soldiers were rebels or 
federals, it is safe to say that fight­ 
ing was forgotten for a space of time, 
in order to give the Mexican an op­ 
portunity to give vent to hatred of 
Judas Iscariot.

Secretary Bryan wired Dr. Herbert A. Parkyn of 
Chicago, president of the company, today of the seizure 
and probable execution of the party. A. M. Turner of 
Chicago is believed to be one of the twenty shot. 
Turner was sent to the plantation by the company 
to order the force to seek protection iii case of trouble, 
but from the Bryan message it is thought he 
arrived 
too late. 
All foreigners employed on the railroad in the ter­ 
ritory controlled by Huerta have been 
summarily dis­ 
charged, Bryan stated, and fears are felt for the safety 
of other such employes in Mexico City.

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W ASHINGTON, April 25.— The British embassy today received re­ 
ports confirmatory of the story which American officials at Vera Cruz 
had heard, that Huerta was preventing Americans from leaving Mexico 
City. The most hopeful view of the situation is that the dictator is un­ 
der the impression that the Americans are preventing Mexicans from 
leaving Vera Cruz, and that Huerta contemplated no violence excepting 
as retaliation for the slaying of Mexicans in Vera Cruz by the Americans. 
That so optimistic a view' is without much justification is the gen­ 
eral feeling of officialdom, but every effort is being made by this gov­ 
ernment to convince H uerta that Mexicans in Vera Cruz are free to go 
as they please, but that there are no facilities for transportation.

THE UNITED PRESS 


By Will Irwin 
It used to be said in the begin­ 
ning th at the United Press, as 
compared with 
the Associated 
Press, was technically crude. 
I 
am not so sure of that. These 
young men might not have so 
much understanding of rhetoric 
or so much appreciation of a' 
balanced sentence; 
but 
they 
were able, by the character of 
their instructions, to put some­ 
thing of their own feelings into 
their new's reports. 
They ex­ 
pressed 
characteristically 
the 
popular point of view'. 
In re­ 
porting the affairs 
of Europe, 
for example, the world-renown­ 
ed correspondents of the Asso­ 
ciated Press had given the trad i­ 
tional old accounts of debates in 
Parliament and of war rum ors 
on the Continent. 
The United 
Press tried to find and print 
news concerning the 
common 
people of Europe —what 
they 
were thinking and doing, what 
part they had in great events. 
This instance has 
often been 
cited a3 illustrating the differ­ 
ence between the two bureaus; 
anc* it is worth citing* again: 
When King George was crowned 
at Westminster, the Associated 
Press reported the pomp and 
parade of the event, told of the 
massed regiments, the cheering 
crowds, the splendid mediaeval 
ceremony 
in the 
Abbey. 
The 
United Press did that and more; 
it tried to find just how much 
of the chering in the crowds was 
real enthusiasm and how much 
false; it pictured 
the 
hungry 
mob of Whitechapel pouring out 
to see their King pass; it show­ 
ed the outcasts struggling for the 
food dropped 
from the picnic- 
baskets of more fortunate spec­ 
tators. 
Here was the point of 
view in action, if I may be al­ 
lowed to mix metaphors. The 
“ unbiased” 
Associated 
Press 
men did not know* that they 
w’ere biased when they failed to 
see the significance of this fight 
for broken victuals. 
The new bureau has worked 
on the same principles at home. 
If you wanted 
to 
understand 
the workers’ side of the strike 


at Lawrence, you had to road 
the United Press. 
The Associat­ 
ed Press was apparently making 
a brave struggle 
to give this 
side— they were quoting the la­ 
bor leaders as well as the 
em­ 
ployers. 
But the spirit of la­ 
bor was not there, because the 
Associated Press correspondents 
did not see 
with the laborer’s 
eyes, w’hile the United Press cor­ 
respondents did. 
To the higher 
purposes 
of 
democracy, morning journalism 
is extremely important. * * * * * 
Publishers of those newspapers 
which issue both an evening and 
morning edition generally testi­ 
fy th a t while they make their 
money from their evening edi­ 
tions, they wield 
their 
power 
through their morning editions. 
And the Associated Press is 
now' practically the only news 
bureau available 
for 
morning 
journalism. 
You cannot start 
a morning journal, in this day 
and age, without the Associated 
Press; and since the “ right of 
protest” prevents any newcom­ 
ers in our larger cities from get­ 
ting an Associated Press fran­ 
chise, this is equivalent to say­ 
ing that you cannot start 
any 
more morning journals at 
all. 
The morning field, which is the 
field most important to sound 
public opinion, is held in fee 
simple by the older bureau. 
The men in control of the As­ 
sociated Press themselves admit 
th at morning 
circulations 
are 
declining. They attribute this to 
a variety of causes, mostly com­ 
mercial. 
They have, perhaps, 
never glimpsed the real cause. 
When newspapers get far from 
the people, the people cease to 
patronize them. 
You m a y dress 
up your pages with all the high- 
class writers, the expensive car­ 
toonists, and the brilliant “spe­ 
cial people” in the world: but 
you cannot keep circulation un­ 
less you are in some measure 
talking the language of the peo­ 
ple. 
The members of the As­ 
sociated Press, mainly old news­ 
papers whose 
publishers have 
grown rich and Tory, speak in 
other tongues. Hence, that area 
of ojurnalism which it occupies 
exclusively is shrinking.

VILLA REFUSES TO 
JOIN WITH HUERTA 


Says He Would ^Tot Drive 
His Army Into War of 
Eextermination to Help 
Drunken Assassin 


JUAREZ, April 25.— General Villa 
will openly break with General C ar­ 
ranza, suprem e chief of the consti­ 
tutionalists, and join forces with the 
United States to secure the destruc­ 
tion of H uerta, before he will per­ 
m it his men to join C arranza in any 
scheme looking tow ard a combination 
with the assassin of Madero. 
This, declare the constitutionalists’ 
closest friends here, has been m ade 
trtain in the last twenty-four hours 
by Villa himself. 
“Amigos,’ he said, discussing C ar­ 


ranza's note, “ it was a great m is­ 
take,. 
But I ani only a subordinate 
officer and I don’t believe it best 
th at I should give out my views— 
yet.” 
The addition of the word “ yet” is 
believed by observers to indicate a 
breach between Villa and C arranza 
if the latter persists in his attitu d e 
tow ards the United States. 
Villa 
went on: 
“ But some seem to think they can 
embroil Francisco 
Villa 
w ith the 
United States. 
Some seem to think 
I would loot El Paso; th at now I am 
secretly planning war. 
“ Tell me, who would have to bear 
the b ru n t of the fighting in which 
the United States and constitution­ 
alists engaged? 
W hy, my com rades, 
the Villistas. Do you suppose I would 
drive nfy children into a w ar of ex­ 
term ination— only H uerta, the m is­ 
erable, drunken assassin, would pro­ 
fit by their d e a th s!” 
“ I not only do not w an t to allow 
myself to be dragged into a w’ar with 
the United States, as an ally of that 


w orthless d ru n k ard 
and 
assassin, 
H uerta, but I will do all I can to pre­ 
vent such a w ar,” Villa continued. 
“ Personally, I know som ething about 
war. I know the terrible suffering 
it causes and terro r it arouses, even 
when it is m erely wra r on a small 
scale. Ju st im agine how terrible it
